tick, the worst pest of this animal, that 
does serious harm to the young lambs 
without suspicion of the cause to the 
shepherd. This reddish brown creature 
is a -wingless fly and a very greedy blood- 
sucker. A dozen of them on a lamb will 
quickly snok the little one dry. It is to 
be looked after at the time of shearing, 
when these insects go for shelter to the 
lambs. It is found mostly where the 
animal cannot reach it—on its head, 
buried in the skin, sucking the bloo'd. 


Its skin is tough, and it is not easily 


crushed with less than a blow ol a ham- 
mer. In small flocks it is not much of a 
job to go through, with a pair of 
small scissors to cut the ticks in two, 
but where the flock is over a score it 
will be necessary to dip the lambs.— 
Exchange.

How the Price Advances After the Skin 


leaven Siberia. 
] 


Dp in the great watershed dividing 


Siberia and Mongolia lives a peculiar 
race of people, half Chinese, half Tib- 
etans. Few Europeans have ever seen 
them. In fact, with the exception of one 
or two enterprising explorers or geo- 
graphical enthusiasts wha have crossed 
the Altai range, European eyes have 
never gazed upon the aboriginal J3yots 
of northern Mongolia. 


Sable hunting in the Siberian moun- 


tains and northern Mongolia is confined 
almost exclusively to the Syots and oth- 
er native races, and it •would surprise a 
good many f nr dealers in England to 
know the prices -which are paid by the 
Siberian traders to these poor aborigines 
for the skins they collect. 


The Siberian trader, knowing his 


market, makes periodical journeys into 
Mongolia. It is safe to say he does not' 
take a kopek of money with him, but he 
drags behind him a well stuffed caravan 
loaded with tea, tobacco, gunpowder 
and shot, strings of beads for the wom- 
en and roughly made moccasins for the 
men. In dne conrso he will come across 
a Syot encampment. 


The trader sits on his wagon and bar- 


ters cheerfully. With the eye of a con- 
noisseur and with fingers rendered delt 
by long practice he sees and feels the 
smooth, waim fckins of the little ani- 
mals. 


This small black one—well, a two 


ounce packet of tobacco is enough for 
that; that large black one—a handful 
of shot and an equal quantity of gun- 
powder; a packet of tea for a lovely 
skin with a long black stripe down the 
center; this one, a fine skin, but a lit- 
tle bit huit by the shot entering the 
back—well, say a string of beads'for 
that. 


In their original undressed state it is 


safe to say that the skins do not cost 
the Siberian trader much more than a 
'ew pence each on the average. As the 
poor sable travels farther westward, 
aow ever, he gets dearer and dearer. In 
Tomsk one can buy o very good sable 
for something like 6 or 6 rubles, about 
13s. In Omsk few are Bold under 10 ru- 
bles—£1 Is. In Moscow 100 per cent 
goes on. In. St. Petersburg no one ex- 
cept the middle class or a functionary 
would wear a sable nnder £5. In Paris 
and London a real Siberian sable skin 
Will fetch anything up to £20, but the 
.natation sables of the present day have 
clone much to depreciate this wonderful 
irade..—London Mail.

SKNATK FOR BIMETALLISM. 


The United States Senate hfis.pasaed 


the Teller resolutions which declares 
that the obligation? ot the United 
States are payable in coin, gold or sil 
ver dollars, at the option of the Gov- 
ernment according to the terms o! the 
contract. This is practically a reaf- 
flrmation of tbe Matthews resolution 
adopted by both Houses some years 
ago and which was supported by Mc- 
Kinley, Allison and others, who aban- 
doned principle for office when'tue 
gold combinations and -other trusts 
assumed control oC the ^Republican 
party. 


The debate on tlie resolution was 


prolonged and at times acrimonious. 
The galleries were crowded, and a gold 
standard resolution offered by Lodge 
of Massachusetts was voted down by. a 
decisive majority and tbe Teller reso- 
lution was passed by a vote of 47 ayes 
to 37 noes. It now goes to the House 
of Kepreeentatives to be disposed of 
as Czar Reed thinks proper. 


Tbe importance of the resolution 


was emphasized by several Senators 
during tbe debate who declared that it 
WHS the preliminary alignment of tha 
eteat policical parties for f the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1900.

THE NATIONAL CAPITOL. 


Scenes Wliieh Impreu tb» Obiervtr— 


Sad Chapter* in the Liver of Men. 
The city of Washington grows upon 


me in point of: charm. ' One has to ab- 
sorb its atmosphere for some time 
before the feeling ot being a visitor in 
a strange and enchanting place wears 
away. I never look at the gigantic 
pile of marble of the capitol building 
but what I see new beauties and vaster 
majesty. Every onlooker mast admit 
that it is Indeed worthy of the Ameri- 
can people. 
By moonlight, it sur- 


passes everything the imagination can 
conceive. 
Perhaps those who . have 


gazed upon the architectural magnifi- 
cence of foreign lands, the Taj Majal, 
the Ducal Palace of St. Peters, do not 
experience this sensation of reverence 
and awe. But after mature reflection 
I am inclined to think that if there be 
more inspiring buildingo in the world 
I, for one, do not care to see them. 
There is no-compensation they could 
give me for the loss of the feeling that 
there is the surpassing triumph of 
human architecture, the Oapitol of the 
United States. 


Washington is so different from 


other American cities that comparison 
is' out 'of 'the question. Outwardly 
aeemicg, it. is an overgrown village, 
peaceful, quiet -and. slow, lacking the 
hustle and hum of a truly American/ 
town. • And so it is, in a business sense. 
The smoke of no factory ladens the 
atmosphere., 
Manutactnring enter- 


prises are discouraged. But beneath 
this apparent serenity, more of human 
disappointment, 
failure 
of 
hopes, 


despair, and destruction of. ambition, 
is veiled than in any other city in this 
great land. It is not the weaklings 
here who perish, but those of -capabil- 
ities above the mediocre on up to the 
very heights of greatnesrs. 


The stage ot life here has much ot 


tragedy. The story of the claimants 
against the Government, who wear out 
their live* vainly waiting for Congress 
to act upon their claims, if written, 
would' afford, gome sad chapters of 
pathos. 


When a. new administration is ush- 


ered in, here flock, as to a. Mecca, the 
respected citizens from every town of 
every State, with high-.hopes: of reward 
for party fealty. Aimed with letters 
from IOOH! party leaders, and in.many 
instances with specific promise of posi- 
tion from 'his representative, the way 
of preferment looks easy. Alas! the 
member of Congress soon flnda out, if 
he is not already aware, how much 
easier the promise before election than 
its fulfillment after. There may be 
twenty other representatives-who have 
promised 1 he same place. Then comes 
the bitter aud prolonged struggle in 
which the member, whose influence is 
moat needed by the administration 
wins.-, There are nineteen disappointed 
ones. To some of tbese nineteen the 
disappointment is fatal to hope. 


One sees them now everywhere—the 


disappointed office-seekers. Many of 
them came here inauguration time and 
are still waiting. The despair depicted 
on some of the faces keeps pace with 
the growing forlornuess of their a'pr 
pearance. Last March they were well 
dressed and were registered at good 
hotels. They live now—Heaven only 
knows how and where! Their coats 
are threadbare; their faces haggard.

The tables were upset and confusion 


reigned and at last the mob attacked 
the roasting pits and dragged sides of 
beef from the trench and fought for 
them after getting them oat.

tlemen were completely disgusted and 
•ay that a barbecue will not be a feat- 
ure of the next convention. 


Many have families at botne that are 
goffering want, and to whom they write 


s of cheer and hope, bnt which 


must read more like a miaerae of 
despair. Some of thew will never(re- 
turo, from sheer pride and disappoint- 
ment. 


Washington is a most cosmopolitan 


American city in the respect, that bere 
one sees a fairly representative eprink- 
ing of the population of all sections 
of tbe count ry. 


It is the best city to gain an under- 


standing, of American life. It is the 
33St city to gauge public sentiment. 
It affords the most comprehensive view 
of the political arena. Politics here 
are more objective than subjective. We 
watch the playa upon the political 
chessboard near to tho actors bnt only 
in remote cases as positive factors in 
such changes. We are more likely to 
be pawns than players. 


Two years of opportunity to study 


the chief legislative body of tbe land 
leaves me with some previous convic- 
tions strengthened and many others 
shattered. 


I have grown to have boundless faith 


in the American Government. \ 
greater and greater belief that what- 
ever struggles may be before it, that 
this- Government each year shall be 
nearer and nearer Lincoln's ideal, "A 
government of tbe people, for the 
people and by the people." 


This conviction is not reached by 


any closing of the eyes to political cor- 
ruption. Bather with a better knowl- 
edge of how far-reacbini! and fine are 
the operations of the antagonistic fac- 
tions of democracy. It ia the result o: 
seeing how resistless is truth in tbe 
end. How that the tendency of polit 
ioal evil is to invite by open shameless 
ness its own destruction at the hands 
of public sentiment. 


Tbe wide-spread hold which Bryan 


has upon the masses, increasing with 
every passing hour, is an "videnoe o 
the force of this conviction. That the 
people are now well organized anc 
under one faithful leader, instead, 
hitherto, of being possessed of a multi 
tude of leaders desiring to proceed in 
a multitude of directions, goes withou 
saying. The four years intervening be 
tween the last election and the n«x 
will witness the drilling and schooling 
of the army of triumphant democ 
racy. Do not expect to accomplish to 
much, even with Bryan as Fresiden 
and a reform Senate and Congress, 
the finances can be adjusted upon 
basis equitable between man and man 


in all the multifarious transactions 
where money is used, belivve that a 
nobler-work- has been done than the 
freeing of the slaves. 


You will not see any pet theories en- 


acted into law. Yon will not see mill- 
ions upon millions of paper money 
issued and loaned to the,people. You 
will not see tne> Government at once 
purchase all the railroad?, No Con- 
gresB.will ever be elected by the people! 
of the Untte'd States that will adopt auy 
measure BO radical until a majority of 
the American people tire clamoring for 
it and are willing to cecede for it. It 
has taken a quarter of a century of ag- 
itatioii to muke the-people clamorous 
for silver.. Do not imagine that any 
scheme of equal importance will be en- 
acted into law without us hard a strug- 
gle for supremacy. It is the fire 
through which all reforms must go. 


Henry George is dead. But he left 


a thought behind which I believe will 
jet master the world. It is the basic 
idea of the .so-called single tax. He 
clothed tbe idea with much that is 
surely 
impractical and 
erroneous. 


Bat he tewed a seed that will some- 
day bear abundant" fruit. foV'ttw wel- 
fare of mankiud. It will not blossom, 
like a mushroom, in a night, but fifty 
years from now the world 'will know 
that such a man ua Henry George 
lived.
